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The Attempt to Set aside His Views Proves 
Fraitiess. 

Cui1caGo, Novem ver 14.—The indecision of 

the strikers last night whether or not to obey 

the order to return to work, led to serious 


complications today. At a special 
meeting of the Chicago trade’s 
assembly, George Schilling, a locally 
prominent socialistic agitator, introduced a 
resolution instructing and empowering the 
executive committee of the trades assembly, 
acting as a joint committee, to hold them- 
selves in readiness, and, whenever called on 
by the executive committee of strikers, to ia- 
vestigate affairs at the stockyards, and to act 
with the strikers and assist them in any 
way possible. This resolution was un- 
derstood to mean that the | strikers 
would not obey Powderly’s order, and that the 
trades assembly would aid and abet him in 
Gisobeying. Richard Powers, ex-president of 
the Seamen’s union, vehemently declared the 
Powderly order anc dictatory. The 
strikers, or themen on ground, he essert- 
ed, wero in the best position to decide on the 
proper cou and they were in favor of 
continuing strike. If any outside pros- 
sure was brought to bear to enforce the order, 
it would resuit in a schism in the K sights of 
Labor, the destruction of that organization in 
this part of the country, and the crippiing of 
its influence throughout the land. It was in 
vain that the opponents of the resolution poiat- 
ed out that disobedience to Powderly’s orders 
would be justas destructive to the knights. 
Schilliag and his sympathizers carried their 
point. The assembly then immediately ad- 
journed, The great strike was also the chief 
topic of discussion in the central labor union. 
Resolutions were adopted tendering the strik- 
erssympathyand the substantial support of 
the union. 

Itissaid thatthe radical element of the 
strikerssent a number of very severe, tele: 
grams today to Powderly, expressing disgust 
at his interference, and intimatiog that he had 
better revoke the mandate and let them help 
themselves. T. P. Barry, ofthe Kaights of 
Labor general executive board, said 
toda that he believed the men 
wo zo to work tomorrow, 
and that the strike was atan end. Oaly two 
assembliesof the knights are known to hive 
refused to ratisfy the Powderly order. A meet- 
ing ofthe packers and their foremen was held 

ay, at Armour’s, to prepare for the return 
of men tomorrow. There is general anti- 
cipation of a great deal of trouble tomorrow, 
and for several weeks to come. 
THE STRIKE ENDED. 

The finishing{ blows to the strike of 25,000 
stock yard employes were given tonight, 
and the strike is virtually a thing of the past. 
Ata masse meeting of the Knight of Labor 
assemblies, held in the German hall, a unani- 
mous yote was taken to obey the erder of 
Powderly, and resume work tomorrow. A 
feature of the meeting was the assurance given 
men by Mr. Berry that they would all sooner 
or later secure the places they had quit.

‘ Senator Jones went to Detroit upon the invi- 
tation of a male friend of the young woman, 
who fancied he was promoting a matrimonial 
affair. Hehbhad met Senator Jones here, was 
pleased with him, and, finding that ho was 
eramored of his fair cousin, invited him to 
Detroit, and generously proffered to sing his 
praises toj her. The senator appeared on the 
scene, pressed his suit, but was repulsed. He 
renewed the offer of his heart and hand re- 
peatedly, until at lasteven the gentlomen 
who had invited him there lost patience with 
him. and uvited ina request that he raise the 
siege. This not only mortified, bat angered 
the distinguished suitor, who complied with 
the request, but continued his stay in town. 
He has long since ceased to bean object of any 
interest in Detroit. He rarely ever leaves his 
hotel, but is conspicuous in the lobby, where 
he paces to and fro, swinging a notched stick.”

THE LAST CHECK 


Kver Issued> on the Faith of the Con- 
federacy. 


St, Louis, November 14.—A special from 
Dallas, Texae, says: Probably the last check 
in existence on the confederate states of 
America was exhibited today by 
Colonel] J. F, Caldwell, of this city. It is 
en interesting relic of the war, aud is a check 
for $80,aud drawn on the confederates de- 
pository at Columbus by W. M. Gillespie, 
quartermaster. in favor of Colonel T. Sanford. 
lt is dated April 14, 1865, five days after the 
surrender of Lee. The check was delivered 
to Colonel Caldwell, who was then chief 
clerk of the depository, during the movement 
from Alabama to Georgia before the victorious 
federal cavalry. The letter was delivered in 
the woods, and before the news of Lee’s sur- 
render had reached the retreating confeder- 
ates. 


Death of J udge Whitaker. 


New ORLEaNs, November 14.—A dispatch 
from Chicago announces the death yesterday 
at Moutello, Wieconain, of Judge William Kt. 
Whitaker, of this city, aged forty-nine years. 
Judge Whitaker was internal revenue collec. 
tor for the distrit of Louisiana from 1563 to 
65. He was United States sub-treasurer 
in 1866 and 1867, and jadge of the superior 
criminal court from 1876 to 1550. He was a 
prominent Mason, having held many high offi- 
ces in the order. His remains will be sent to 
Boston, his native city for interment.

'N ORDER TO FINO THE POLITICAL 
ROCKS. 


Mr. Biaine Pores as a Statesman in New York —e 
is Scented By John Gherman, Who Makes His 
Appearedce—Mr. Bdmunds Joins in and 
Scatters the Whole Crowd, Eto, 


New York, November 14,—[Speoial.]— 
James G. Blaine has heen here ten days, with 
plummet and hne, sounding the political 
depthe, Whitelaw Reid and Steve & kins 
pulled the boat with muffled oars and Blaine 
himee)f heaved the lesd. The labor rosk is 
said to have been accurately located. and sev- 
eral shoals and recfs have been mapped. It is 
thought that a channel deep enough to float 
the republican frigate of 1888 has been discov. 
ered, although nobody seems to know her ex- 
act draughtof water. Blaine, however, seom:; 
to have devised a plan to avoid the labor rock, 
ané even tomake it useful by crowding the 
democratic craft upon it, wind and tide per- 
mitting. How thisisdone may be seen with 
a single eyegiass. Bisine has always boon a 
skillful compiler of élection retorus. The 
wires eastand west have been kept humming 
since his stay in the city. Look at the returns 
and you will find that the re 
publicans hayea majority of congressmen: 
elect in the next house of represanta- 
tives in a bare majority of the states. Indeed, 
the wholething uy hinge on the new elec 
eion for representative in congress in the sec: 
ond district of Rhode Island. The democr vic 
candidate at the late election had a large 
plurality, but under the state law it nires 
@ msjority to elect onthe first trial. As the 
figuresnow stand, without Rhode Island, the 
vote by states in the fiftisth congress wil! be 
atie. If the election isthrown iato the house 
the republicans will need the vote of Roger 
Williams’ state to carry their candidates into 
the presidential chair. In the present house 
the vote by states stands: democrats, 19; re- 
publicang, 16; tied, 3. In the next house, on 
the latest returns, it will be democrats, 15; 
republicans, 18; tied, 1; and Rhode Islani to 
elect the man who wil 
casting vote. Whether Blaine has had any 
hand in changing these figures or not, the re- 
sult may make him president if the election is 
thrown into the house. 

With a sure footing thus obtained in the 
next house, Blaine can, in Wall street par- 
lance, go “long” or “short’ on the labor vote, 
and win cither way. If George or so uo other 
theorist is s candidate supported by the labor 
nnions and Knights of Labor, it will certaialy 
damage the democracy as much as the repud- 
licans. With as shrowd a man as Blaine at 
he)m, all deals with the George men failing, 
the choice could be shifted to the house and 
the white plume ficat triumphant, 

The appointment of Gideon J. Tackor asa 
railroad examiner indicates that President 
Cleveland has already taken the alarm. Tack- 
er is a labor agitator, poor in pocket, but rich 
in intellect. He evidently regarded the prosi- 
dent's offer in the light of a dog-button. Being 
no man’s dog, he spurned it. The paucity of 
the sop has made the labor men ingignuant, 
and hes undoubtedly strengthened their lines. 

Another phase of Blaine’s visit is worth not- 
ing.

De Witt Talmage, D. D., pastor, after expoand- 
scripture recording scenes 
in the life of Christ, gave out the hymn be- 
ere: Rock of Clett for 

4t 0 . 

Let me bide mousht in thes.” 

The subject of the sermon was: “The 
Orchard onthe Hill,” and the text, Luke 
xxiii, 33: “And when they were come to the 
piace, which is called Calvary, there thoy 
crucified Him, and .the malefactors, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left.” 
Following is Dr. Talmage’s discourse in fall: 

Just outside of Jerusalem is a swell of 
ground, toward which a crowd are ascending: 
for it is the day of execution. What a mighty 
assemblage! Some for curiosity to hear what 
malefactors will say, and to see how they will 
act. The three persons to be executed are 
already there. . Some of the spectators are vile 
of lip and bloated of cheek. Some look up 
with revenge, hardly able to keep their hands 
off the sufferers. Some tear their own hair in 
a frerzy of grief. Some stand in silent horror. 
Some break out in uncontrollable weeping. 
Some slap their hands in delight that the 
cifenders ure to be punished at last. The 
soldiers with drawn swords, drive back the 
mob, which presses on so hard. There 
is fear that the proceedings may 
be interrupted. Let the German Logion, 
now stationed at Jerugalem, on horse- 
back dash along the line, and force back the 
surging multitnde. “Back with you,” is the 
cry. ‘Have you never seena man die be- 
fore ?” 

Three crosses inarow. An upright piece, 
and two transverse pieces—one on the top, on 
which the hands are nailed, and one at the 
midéle, on which the victim sat. Taree trees 
just planted. Yet bearing fruit—the one at 
the right bearing poison, and the one at the 
left bitter aloes; the one in the middle, ap- 
ples. ofleve. Norway pine, and tropical 
orange, and Lebanon cedar,would not make so 
strabge a grove asthis orchard of Calvary. 
Stand and give a look at the three crosies. 
Just look atthe one on the right. Its victim 
dies scoffing. More tremendous than his phys- 
ical anguish is his scorn and hatred of Him on 
the middle cross. This one on the right turns 
half around on the spikes to hiss at the one in 
the middle. If the scoffer could get one hand 
loose, and He were within reach,he would smite 
the middle sufferer in the face, He hated 
Him with a perfect hatred. I think he wishes 
he were down on the ground that he might 
spear Him. Heenvied the mechanics whe 
with their nails have nailed Him fast. Amid 
the settling darkness and louder than the 
crash Of the rocks, hear him jeer out these 
words: “Ah! ah! you poor wretch; I knew you 
were animposter! Yon pretended to be a God 
and yet you let these legions master you.” It 
was in some such hate that Voltaire, in his 
death hour, becanse he thought he saw Christ 
in his bedroom, got up on his elbow and cried 
out: “Orush thet wretch.” What had the 
middle cross dove to arouse up this right-hand 
cross#? Nothing. O,the enmity of the natu- 
ral heart sgainst Christ. The worl likes a 
sentimental Christ, or a philanthropic Carist, 
but a Christ who comes to snatch men away 
from their sins~—away with him! On this 
right hand croas today I gee 
typified theunbelief of the world, Men say; 
“Back with Him from the heart. I wiil not 
let Him take my sins, If He will die, let 
Him die for Himseif, not for me.” There has 
always been a war bd@@Weon this right hand 
crors and tho middle cross, and wherever there 
is an unbelieving heart, thus the fight goes on. 
O, if, when that dying malefactor perished, 
the faithlessness of man had perished, then 
that tree which yields poison would have 
buédded and blessomed with life for all the 
world! Look up into the disturbed counte- 
nance of the sufferer, and see what a ghastly 
thing it isto reject Christ. Behold in that 
awful face,in that pitiful look, in that un- 
blessed death hour, the atings of the sinner’s 
departure. What a plunge into darknes;! 
Standing high upon the cross on the top of the 
hill, so that all the world may look at him, he 
says: “Here I go, out of a miserable life, into 
a wrotched cternity!’’ One! Two! Taree ! 
Listen tothe crash of the fall; all ye ages! 
So Hobbes, dying after he had seventy 
years in which to prepare for TT 
said: “‘Were I master of all the world, I would 
give it all to liveone day longer.” Sir Francis 
Newport, hovering over the brink, cried out: 
*Wretch thatIlam whithershall I fiy from 
this breast? What will become of me? Oh, 
that I were to lie apon the fire that never is 
quenched, a thonsand years, to purchase. the 
favor of God and to be reconciled to him again? 
Oh eternity! Oh eternity! Who can discover 
the abyss of eternity? Who can paraphrase 
upon these words: ‘For everand for ever?” 

That right-hand cross—thousands have per- 
ished on it, in worse agonies, For what is 
phy sical pain compared to remorse, at the last, 
that life has been wasted, and only a fleeting 
moment stands between the soul and its ever- 
lasting overthrow? Oh God let me die any- 
where ratherthan at the foot of that right- 
baud cross. Let notone dropof that blood 
fall upon my ckeek. Kend not my 
ear with that cry. I seeit now as never be- 
fure—the loathsomeness and horror of my uu- 
belief. That dying malefactor was not so 
much to blame as I. Christianity was not 
established, and perhaps not until that day 
had that man heard the Christ. But after 
Christ bas stood almost nineteen centaries, 
working the wonders of His grace, you reject 
Him. That right hand cross, with its long 
beam, overshadows all the earth. It is plant- 


edin the heart of the race. When will the 


time come when the spirit of God shall, with 
itsax, hew down that right hand cross, un- 
till it shall fall at the foot of that middle cross, 
and unbelief, the railing malefactor of the 
world, shall perish from all our hearts? Away 
from me, thou épirit of unbelief! I hate thee! 
With this sword of God I thrust thee back and 
thrust thee through. Down to hell; down 
most accursed monster of the earth, and talk 
tothe millions thou has already damned. 
Talk no longer to these sons of God, these 
heirs of heaven. 

‘If thou be the Son of God.” Was there 
any “if” about it? Tell me, thon star, that in 
robe of light didrun to point ont His birth- 
place. Tell me, thou sea, that didst put th 
band over thy lip when He bid thee be still. 
Tell me, ye dead, who got up to see Him die. 
Tell me, thou sun in mid-heaven, who for 
Hiro didst puil down over thy face thy veil of 
darkness.

It was caught in the limbs of another 
which stood near. He cat this down also. 
One of the trees, in falling, strack him on the 
neck, breaking it. 


Gilbert Hodges, a negro on the place of the 
late W. G. Sims, near Hogansyille, was cut 
with a knife and killed by Aus, Wisdom. The 
sleyer fled and has not yet been apprehended. 
Pierce Maxwell, Sam Mimnifee and Frank 
Combs were inthe same row, but were not 
involved in the homicide. They were arrested 
for riot and bound over by Justice Moroland, 
of the Hogansville district. In default of 
bail they were sent to LaGrange and lodged 
in jail. 

Mr. Miles Livingston, Jesse Seawright, 
George Wigzins and Platt Keith, of Dawson. 
the last three colored men, went ont opossum 
bunting Monday vight; They caught two 
possums and the dogs treed a coon up a large 
tree. The hunters proceeded to cut the tree 
down. When the tree’ was fallinga limb 
broke and etruck Platt Keith on the head 
killing bim instantly. The body of the dead 
Iban was hauled to Dawson in a wagon Tue;- 
day morning and taken to the house of his 
brother, Tom Keith. 

Mr. J. O. Durham, who was knocked down 
end dragged underacar and badiy hurt as 
this place several weeks ago, died on last San- 
day morning. Atthetime he was hurt, he 
war attempting to board a pa‘sengor train to 
viei bis wife who was at Acvorth, and, it 
being dark, a train switching on the sile track, 
backed some cars dowa on bia, caugnt him 
and dragged him under the car some fifty feet 
or more. He was a track handon the Mari- 
etta section of the W & A. R.: R. We learn 
that Messrs. Clay & Biuir have been employed 
to bring suit against the railroad for $20 000,

The Proposed Legislative Investiga- 
tion. 

We referred briefly yesterda tothe in- 
vestigation which the house has ordered rel- 
ative to the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad, and expressed the hope that the 
senate would promptly coucur in the house 
resolution, whichis based on sworn state- 
ments printed in THE CoNsTIruTION, In 
entering upon the investigation, the legis- 
lature, through its committee, will have to 
consider several mafters that may be 
grouped under two heads: | 

1, Was there a lobby during the last ses- 
sion which was organized to influence the 


ee a 


” legislature to demand that the new capitol 


Bhould be built of Georgia material? Were 
these men, against whom the charges are 
made, engaged in the lobby improperly, 
and what did they do” 

2. Liow and why bas the great commotion 
about the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road been kept up, notwithstanding the 
fact that a majority of the legislature, *the 
attorney-general and Governor McDaniel 
all approved the act of settlement? 
there anything improper in that settlement? 

There are several very singular coinci- 
dences connected with this controversy, if 
it is true that there has been nothing wrong 
done—nothing but what would be consist- 
ent with the honor of any man. 

it is strikingly strange how the questions 
we have enumerated become involved so 
that they can be jointly investigated. Mr. 
Eeger says that Mr. Harrisén’s vindictive- 
mess towards the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad is based on the fact that the 
road refused to contribute to a fand which 
was to be employed in securing the passage 
of a bill to order Georgia material for a new 
eapitol—in other words, to change the con- 
tract that had alread been made by the 
fapitol commirsioners, and require a new 
contract to be made, 

We are of the opinion, therefore, that the 
Jegislature should {iret find ont if there was 
an organized movement to substitute an- 
other contract for the one made by the state, 
avd to substitute other material for that 
selected by the commiazsioners. When this

is done, then the legislature should in- . 


yeeligate and see if there was a lobby at 
work to aid this movement. Who was in 
it? Who was paid, and for what, and under 
what circumstances? All these things are 
pertinent to the investigation. 

We are satisfied that some of the mem- 
bers of the last legislature voted for 
the bill to substitute Georgia materia! 
for the building of the new. capitol 
from purely patriotic motives, At the 
game time, we believe there are a few 
who did not. It isdue to the honest mem- 
bers that an effort be maie to tind out the 
mames of the dishonest ones. 

Some of the most iniquitous frauds ever 
perpetrated in our state were based on the 
idea of etate development. Honest men 
woted for these measures to develop the re- 
sources of the etate, and did so from purely 
Patriotic purposes. But behind all this 
*“development’’ was a cunningly organized 


~ Bobby, which worked in harmony with all it 


would infiacence, and which finally got for 
its own use all the money which was in- 
tended to be used for the ‘‘development’’ of 
‘She state. Was this attempted last year’ 
Tf 20, it is the duty of every honest man in 
the legislature to brand this attempt as it 
deserves. 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
and the settlement made by the last legisla- 
‘ture come prominently into this investiga- 
tien. If the legislature finds it was fraudu- 
lent, let them set it aside. The fact that 
the owners of this road reside in Boston and 

is no reason why they should not 
shave equal and exact justice. A man who 
will reb another because he comes trom

The New York Tribune is furious because 
Governor Gordon saw proper, in his in- 
augural address, to refer to the question of 
state rights, and to utter a warning against 
the gradual drift toward a centralized gov- 
ernment that has made itself manifest since 
the war. This drift or tendency is in the 
eouth as well as in the north, in the demo- 
cratic as well as in the republican party, and 
the warning and protest uttered by (iov- 
ernor Gordon are timely and to the point. 

The Tribune, however, pretends to regaid 
what Governor Gordon says about state 
rights as an appeal to the old secession ele- 
ment, and it waxes hot in its denunciations. 
The fary of the Tribune is not by any means 
to be regretted, for it shows that the two

The wine was condemned becanse it was 
made of dried fruits, to which salicylic acid 
had been added at a certain stage of fer- 
mentation. Dr. Edson said in his report 
that the use of salicylic acid was torbidden 
in France. It is condemned by all med- 
ical men as detrimental to health, having 
a depressing effect on the nervous system.

BOGUS BUTTER. 


The Demand for Licenses Come in Very 


Slowly. 

Applications for licensesto sell oleomargs- 
rine come in yery slowly. 8o far only six applica- 
tions bave been made, and one of these has not 
yet been granted, as the applicattoa was not made 
out accordivg to the requiremenis of the law upon 
the su)-ject, and has been sent back for the neces- 
sary ccrrections to be made. 

Of the five Jicer.ses granted, one is to sell in 
wholeale quantifies, aud the other four were 
taken out by retailers, The wholesale dealer is in 
Ailanta, two of the retailers are in Savannah, one 
in Augusta, and one in A;lanta, Mr. So] Guthman. 
The application that has been returned to be prop 
eriy made out is from Columbus. The dealer 
inthis case feiled to tay whether he wanted 
to s2ll by whelesate or retail, The impression, 
bowever, is that the application was for retailing. 
A revenue officiai said yesteréay tpat before the 
law went iuto effect nearly nine-tenths of the re- 
tail grocery merchauts of the city sold oleomarga- 
rine. Since they have been required to take out a 
jicense aud be published as dealersin bogus but- 
ter, allof them have, it is supposed, gone out of 
the business. They seem to haye an aversion, to 
being known as dealers In oleomargarine. ‘Bos 
merchant bas a conple of tabs of butter, or oleo. 
mnargaline, on hana, which is consigued to him. 
He refuses to sell it until he ascertains deffinitely 
whether the butter is genuine or bogus. He has 
drawn ssmplesand given them to the govern: 
ment ocfficials to be tested. He says that 
if it should turn out that the butter that be has is 
olecmargarine, he will send the tubs back to the 
man who consigned them to him. Se says that 
he will not sell oleomargarine at any price, as the 
ealeof it would injure his business. 

The officers of the goverument, whose duty it is 
tolook afterthe sale of oleomergarine, and see 
that pone is £0]14 without a licepse, are of the 
epinion that the trade in bogus butter: {n Georgia 
has been broken ep. Although they are of this 
opinion they are giways on the aiert aid keep 
theireyes open for suspicious hooking packages. 
In the collector’s ollice and the office ofthe revenue 
egenis a large number of samples of butter that 
have veen tested are on exhibition.
